Heathen myths and Paynim rites, with the Lybic Hammon 
and the Horned Pan? ‘But if, from the inexhaustible fertility 
of his learning and imagination, Milton has somewhat over- 
loaded a simple theme with gorgeous ornament, just as the 
clear glass of a cathedral window becomes obscured, though 
sumptuous, when stained, the Christian yet vanquishes the 
scholar in this unrivalled Hymn, and meretricious accessories 
fade away before the simple central figure of his theme. And 
so it is with the Christmas of the whole Christian world. In 
every country Christmas observances, customs, rejoicings, vary ; 
in all ages the Divine harmony of the day has been encompassed 
with the legends and traditions of priests and monks, In one 
era of ignorance the halcyon spreads its purple wings ; in another 
the Glastonbury thorn sends supernaturally forth its milk- 
white blossoms; while the origin of such customs as the 
Waits, the singing of Carols in England and of Noéls in 
France, the decking of churches and dwellings with holly 
and mistletoe, the fasts and midnight masses of Christmas Eve 
in Catholic countries, oddly contrasted with our own snap- 
dragons and wassail bowls, are lost in the mists of antiquity 
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and their modern observance may be only as shoots grafted on 
a Pagan stock. But the great idea of Christmas in itself—com- 
plete, self-contained, universal—overrides and conquers them 
all. The word itself is as a sound of a trumpet that blows down 
the walls of Mythology and Mediwvalism. There is no Christian 
man so wise that he can improve upon Christmas ; there is no 
man s0 ignorant but that he can keep it, in spirit and in trath, 
to the intent of its Divine Founder. It is largesse to all 
humanity, to be held not by tenure of copyhold, but in fee- 
simple and frankalmoign for ever, by all who believe ; and the 
King on his throne has no greater share in its heritage than 
bas the beggar in the gate. 

Even as the contemplation of external Nature shows us how 
the Seasons alternate and vary, and how, in the genial summer 
time, smiles and tears, sunshine and clouds, are commingled— 





tempered with adversity, and joy beyond compare be chequered 
with bitterest sorrow; so do we find, at each recurring 
Christmas, food both for gladsome and melancholy reflection, 
@n occasion both for happiness and for mourning, That it was 
never intended that we should brood in repining gloom over 
an existence fraught with innumerable mercies, or esteem as a 
vale of perpetual tears that earth which Gop has created 
beautiful and smiling, which He has plenished with fruits and

FRANCE. 

The Emperor and Empress have resumed their usual habits in the 
capital, and are again to be seon taking their daily drive or walk ia 
the Bois de Boulogne with the Prince Imperial. A Council of 
Ministers was held on Saturday at the Tuileries, the Emperor pre- 
siding. The Emperor on yee y beng vey the Turkish Ambassador in a 
private audience, and received him the insignia, set in brilliants, 
of the Order of the Osmanlie, together with an ae letter from 
the Sultan. On Thursday week the Emperor received the new Russian 
Ambassador, the Baron de Budberg, and in the few words which 
passed between them on the occasion the yy congratulated the 
diplomatist upon the friendly relations which had for six years sub- 
sisted between the Russian and French Governments, and which had 
the more chance of continuing as they were due to the mutual sym- 
pathies and the real interests of the two empires. The Emperor paid 
on Tuesday his expected visit to Baron James Rothschild. The visit 
only occupied a few hours. Among the company assembled wore Lord 
Cowley, Prince Metternich (the Austrian Ambaesedor), Count 
Walewski, Count Persigny, and M. Fould. 

The new French Ambassador at Rome, M. de la Tour d’ Auvergne, 
had a private audience of the Pope on Wednesday to present his 
credentials. The audience lasted an hour. 

Negotiations for a commercial treaty between Franée and Switzer- 
land are to be commenced at Paris on the 12th of January next. 

In Mexico the French have occupied Jalapa, and have worsted the 
Mexicans in a fight at National Bridge. Wednesday's Montew 
publishes the following latest intelligence from Mexico : 

The state of health of the troops is generally good, The only sickness pre- 
vailing arises from fevers, the gravity of which diminishes every day. Com- 
munication between Vera Cruz and Orizaba is becoming more easy. Twelve 
days, however, are still necessary to perform the journey. The want of means 
of transport has prevented the commencement uf operations, This state of 
things has been modified by the dispatch of 1200 mules and 289 carts from New 
York to Vera Cruz on the 14th of November last. Before entering dalapa 
General Berthier’s vanguard defeated a corps of Mexican Lancers, demoralising 
4000 National Guards, who immediately dispersed. The enemy lost 15 killed, 
35 wounded, 50 saddle-horse taken, and 10 killed. The road was strewn with 
arms thrown away by the fugitives. The French troops lost two killed and 
five wounded.

of half acentury. It has at the same time excited political ambitions and 
apprehensions which have produced a profound tation throughout the 

Vilised world. in this unusual agitation we have forborne from taking part 
in any controversy between foreign States, and between parties or factions in 
such States, We have attempted no pro ism and acknowledged no 
revolution; but we have left to every nation the exclusive conduct and 
management of its own affairs, Our struggle has been, of course, contemplated 
by foreign nations with reference less to its own merits than to its supposed and 
often exaggerated effects, and the consequence resulting to those relations 
themselves. Nevertheless, complaint on the part of this Government, even If 
it were just, would certainly be unwise. 

THE TREATY WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 

The Treaty with Great Britain for the suppression of the African slave 
trade has been put into operation with a good prospect of complete suc.ess. 
It is an occasion of special pleasure to acknowledge that the execution of it 
on the part of her Majesty’s Government has been marked with a jealous 

ot for the anthority of the United States, and the rights of their moral 
and loyal citizens. 
THE RLOCKADE AND FORFIGN NATIONS, 

<A blockade of three thousand miles of sea-coast conld not be established and 
vigorously enforced in a season of great commercial activity like the pre- 
sent withont committing occasional mistakes and inflicting unintentional 
injuries wpon foreign nations and their subjects, A civil war occurring 
in a country where foreigners reside and carry on a trade under treaty 
stipulations is necessarily fruitful of complaints of the violation of 
nettral rights. Al such collisions tend to excite misapprehensions and pos- 
ably to produce mutual reclamations between nations which have a common 
interest In preserving peace and friendship. In clear cases of these kinds 1 
have, so far as possible, heard and redressed complaints which have been pre - 
sented Ly friendly Powers. There is, however, a large and augmenting 
number of doubtful cases upon which the Government is unable to agree with 
the Governments whose protection is demanded by the claimants. There are, 
moreover, many cases in which the United States or their citizens suffer 
wrongs from the naval or military authorities of foreign nations which the 
Governments of these States are not at once prepared to redress, I have pro- 
posed to some of the foreign Sia es thus interested mutnal conventions to 
examine and adjust such complaints, This proposition has been made especi- 
ally to Great Britain, to France, to Spain, and to Prussia. In cach case it has 
been kindly received, but has not yet been formally adopted, 

The President then refers to his favourite project for the voluntary 
emigration of the free negroes, and alludes to the negotiation of com- 
mercial treaties with Liberia, Hayti, and Turkey. 

RELATIONS WITIL EUROPE AND ASIA, 

Our relations with Great Britain, France, Spain, Portugal, Russia, Prussia, 
Denmark, Sweden, and Austria, the Netherlands, Italy, Rome, and the other 
European States remain undisturbed. Very favourable relations also continue 
to be maintained with Turkey, Morocco, China, and Japan. 

RELATIONS WITH MINOR AMERICAN STATES, 

During the last year there has not only been no change of our previous 
relations with the independent States of our own continent, but more friendly 
sentiments than have heretofcre existed are believed to be entertained by those 
neighbours whose safety and progress are so intimately conne ted with our 
own. This statement especially applies to Mexico, Costa Rica, Nicaragua, 
Honduras, Peru, and Chili.

of the abolishment, accordingly as the same shall have been gradual, or at one 
time, within such State; and interest shall begin to run upon any such bond 
only from the proper time of its delivery as aforesaid, and afterwards any 
State having received bonds as aforesaid, and subsequently introdacing or 
tolerating slavery therein, shall refund to the United States the bonds sa 
received, or the value thereof, and all interest paid thercon. 

Ail slaves who shall have enjoyed actual freedom by the chances of the war 
at any time before the end of the rebellion shall be for ever free ; but all 
owners of such who shall not have been disloyal shall be compensated for 





them at the same rates as are provided for States adopting aboliehment of 
slavery, but io such a way that vo slave shall be twice accounted for, 
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Congrese may appropriate money and etherwise provide for colonizing free 
eoloured persons, with their own consent, at any place or places without the 
United States.

THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. ‘ 

Secretary Welles begins by referring to the success of the blockade 
in the following spirited terms : ~ 

Since the commencement of onr national difficulties four powerful squadrons 
have been collected, organised, and stationed for duty on our maritime frontiers 
with a rapidity and suddenness which find no approach to a parallel in pre- 
vious naval history, and which it is believed no other country bat our own 
could have achieved. These squadrons have been incessantly maintaining a 
strict blockade of such utic proportions that eminent foreign statesmen 
in the highest scenes of legislation did not hesitate to denounce it as 
a “material impossibility; and yet, after this most imposing naval 
—_ had been for a period of eighteen months in operation, 
apd after its reach hal been effectively extended along the entire sweep 
of our Atlantic and Gulf coaste, from the outlet of the Chesapeake to the 
mouth of the Rio Grande, the same eminent authorities, with a list in their 
hands of all the vessels which had evaded or escaped the vigilance of our 
dvlockading forces, could not refuse in their official statements to admit with 
reluctant candour that clin proof of the efficiency of the blockade was conspicuons 
and wholly conclusive, and that in no previous war had the ports of an 
enemy's country been so effectnally closed by a naval force, But even such 
testimony was not needal, The proof of the fact abounds in the current price 
of our Southern staples in the great commercial marts of the world, and more 
especially in the whole industrial and commercial condition of the insurgent 
region, It should not be forgotten that no circumstance is wanting to attest 
the magnitude of the greatest of all naval triumphs. The industrial 
necessities and the commercial cupidity of all the principal maritime nations, 
armed and empowered as they are by the resources of modern invention, 
are kept at bay. A multitude of island harbours under foreign juris- 
diction, looking nearly mpon onr shores, and —s the most convenient 
lurking-places from which flicit commerce may leap forth to its prohibited 
destination and purpose, are so closely watched as to render the peril of all 
soch ventures far greater than even their enormous gains when successful, 
And, finally, a vast line of sea-coast, nearly three thousand miles in extent, 
much of it with a double shore, and almost honeycombed with inlets 
harbours, has been so beleaguered and locked =p that the whole immense 
foreign commerce, which was the very life of the indu and opulence of the 
vast region which it borders, has practically ceased to exist. 

The Secretary suggests that, when every part of the coast is in 
Federal hands, the costly a tus of an international blockade m: 
be dispensed with, and maritime intercourse be regulated by munici 
law. A detailed review of the doings of the navy during the 
year is followed by a passage reflecting on the British of the 
Alabama and the conduct of the Buitish Government in letting 
her get to sea, which has already been quoted by the daily journals. 
The result of the extraordinary activity in this department is that the 
United States have now afloat or progressing to rapid completion a 
naval force consisting of 427 vessels, carrying 3268 and of the 
capacity of 340,000 tons. ‘‘The annals of the'world do not show so 
great an increase in so brief a period to the naval powor of any 
country.”

The United States navy consists of 104 
sailing-veasels, carrying 1415 guns; and 323 steam-vessels, d

On Wednesday the @tatue recently erected to the memory of 
the late Sir William Napier, the historian of the Peninsular War, in the north 
entrance to the nave of St. Paul's Cathedral, was formally inanzurated.

At the last weekly meeting of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works the principal business was a report from the engineer recommending 
that a subway should be formed along the Thames embankment and setting 
forth the advantages which would accrue to the public interest from its forma- 
tion. The additional expense of the roadway from the construction wonld be 
Jbout £20,000, Theoard unanimously agreed to sanction this improvement. 


On Monday Colonel Yolland, the Government Inspector of 
Railways, inspected the whole length of the Metropolitan Railway. The 
various signals and points were well tested and thoronghly examined. During 
the progress of the train throngh the tunnels a gas jet was Be oe from 
the side of the "s break-van, displaying every portion of the side and 
roof of the tunnel, and thus allowing a searching examination of its condition, 
which was highly favourable as regards dryness, while the air, though slightly 
cold, was not disagreeable, 


It seems that there is to be no public distribution of the 
exhibition prize medals by the Prince of Wales. The commissionors have 
addressed a letter to his Royal Highness, in which, while thanking him for 
consenting to distribute the prizes, they intimate that it would be practically 
impoesible for a single occasion to light and warm the-building. The distri- 
bution could not be postponed beyond the end of January, and therefore the 
commissioners have come to the concinsion that they would not be justified in 
inviting bis Royal Highness to preside at a ceremony, the succes: of which 
would depend on the doubtful chance of a fine day.

In allowing this memorandum of the Prince to be published, the Queen is 
also actuated by another motive in addition to those which have alread ly been 
mentioned, It affords her Majesty a fitting opportunity for expressing, 
in the most clear and ample manner, that which for many years she has 
desired to express. During the Prince’s life the Queen often longed to 
make known to the world the ever-present, watchful, faithful, invaluable 
aid which she received from the Prince Consort in the conduct of 
the public business. Her Majesty conld hardly endure even then to be 
silent on this subject, and not to declare how much her reign owed to him. 
And now the Queen can no longer refrain from uttering what she has so long 
felt, and from proclaiming the irreparable loss to the public service, as well as 
to herself and to her family, which the Prince’s death has occasioned. The 
position of her Majesty, for many years accustomed to this loving aid, and now 
suddenly bereft of it, can with difficult 7 be imagined to the full extent of its 
heaviness and its sadness. Desolate and sombre, as the Queen most deeply 
feels, lies the way before her—a path, however, of duty and of labour, which, 
relying ov the loyal attachment and sympathy of her people, she will, with 
God’s blessing, strive to pursue; but where she fears her faltering steps will 
often show they lack the tender and affectionate support which, on all occa- 
sions, her Majesty was wont to receive from her beloved husband, the Prince.

My dear Duke,—The Queen and myself have thoroughly considered your 

roposal to join the offices of Adjutant-General and Quartermaster-General 
Tate one of a Chief of the Staff, with a view to facilitate the future assump- 
tion of the command of the Army by myself. . . . . . The question 
whether it will be advisable, that I should take the command of the 
Army or not has been most anxiously weighed by me, and I have come to the 
conclusion that my decision ought entirely and solely to be guided by the con- 
sideration whether it would interfere with or assist my position of Consort of 
the Sovereign, and the perdormance of thejduties which this position imposes 
upon me, 

PThie position is a most peculiar and delicate one. While a female Sovereign 
has a great many disadvantages in comparison with a King, yet, if she is 
married, and her husband understands and does his duty, her position, on 
the other hand, has many compensating advantages, and, in the loug 
run, will be found even to be stronger than that of a male Sovereign. 
But this requires that the husband should entirely sink his own individual 
existence in that of his wife—that he should aim at no power by himself or 
for himself--should shun all ostentation—ossume no separate responcibility 
before the public, but make his position entirely a part of hers—fill up every 
gap which, as a woman, she would naturally leave in the exercise of her regal 
functions—continually and anxiously watch every part of the public business, 
in order to be able to advise and assist her at any moment in any of the multi- 
farious and difficult questions or duties brought before her, sometimes inter- 
national, sometimes political, or sovial, or personal, As the natural head of 
her family, superintendent of her household, manager of her private affairs, 
sole eonfidential adviser in politics, and only assistant in her comuiunication« 
with the officers of the Government, he is besides, the husband of the Queen, 
the tutor of the Royal children, the private secretary af the Sovercign, and 
her permanent ininister, 

How far would it be consistent with this position to undertake the manage- 
ment and administration of a most important branch of the public service, 
and the individual responsibility attaching to it—becoming an executive 
officer of the Crown, receiving the Queen's commands through her Secretaries 
of State, &c.? I feel sure that, having undertaken the responsibilty, I should 
not be satisfied to leave the business and real work in the hands of another 
(the Chief of the Staff), but should feel it my duty to look to them myself. 
But, while I should in this manner perform duties which, I am sure, every 
able General Officer who has gaincd experience in the field would be able to 
perform better than myself, who have not had the advantage of such expe- 
rience, most important duties counected with the welfare of tne Sovereign 
would be left unperformed which nobody could perform but myself. I am 
afraid, therefore, that I must discard the tempting ides of being placed in 
command of the British Army. 

With reference to this transaction the Zines remarks :—‘ The 
Queen could not have done greater honour to the memory of her 
husband than by publishing the history of this great act of self-denial.

His miscellaneous poems, however, inclwiing 
the sonnets, are for the most narrative, reflective, or analytically 
emotional in character, and fore more complex in construction, 
more elaborate in rhythm. passively 


They, consequently, are not so 
appreciated or remembered. Added to this, the are won- 
drously pregnant with meaning, and require constant attention not 
to drop a link of the chain that connects every word with 
the final point and climax. Moreover, the sonnets abound 
with allusions, some of which are very ditlicult to understand, 
and in a few cares the clue is, alas! doubtless for ever 
lost. It is, then, not so surprising that the collected sonnets are 
not so well known as they are entitled to be, although, certes, some 
of them ‘‘in nobility and tenderness of thought, in power and 
harmony of expression, have never been surpassed, if they have ever 
been equalled, by any poems of a like description;’’ and although 
Wordsworth, with ect truth, says of them that “there is not 
a part of the writings of this poet whore is to be found, in an equal 
compass, a greater number of exquisite feelings felicitously expressed.’’ 
Such a selection as the present may do something towards extendi 
the knowledge of the public with these —eee 
treasures, ¢ selection has been judiciously e, a8 far as it goes;

Amonc the most interesting and exciting books ww 4 pub- 
lished is Mr. Baldwin’s journal of his hunting in South Africa in

various regions, from Natal to the Zambesi, 
including Lake Ngami, the Kalahari Desert, 
Bechuana-land, the Transvaal Republic, 
the Zulu country, and other districts in- 
habited by Boers and Kaffirs. The interest 
of the narrative is rather increased than 
diminished from the circumstance that 
art of the ground had been traversed by 
Br. Livingstone. Mr. Baldwin penetrated 
twelve degrees north of Port Natal, and as 
far as the Falls of the Zambesi, being 
the second European who has reached 
that marvellous scenery since its dis- 
covery in 1855, and the first from the 
east coast. Mr. Baldwin thinks that 
Dr. Livingstone has much underrated 
the magnitude of the great cataract, and 
that the width is as many yards as the 
Doctor says feet; the depth as great as 
the Umgani Falls in Natal—viz., 100 
yards, and that the river above is 2000 
ards wide. We are disposed to prefer 
r. Baldwin’s estimate, as, being a good 
rifle-shot, he must necessarily be a 
fair judge of distance, while Dr. Living- 
stone confesses, after measuring distances 
previously computed by eye, to have dis- 
covered he had made great miscalculations. 
The hardships the author endured im his 
various expeditions from 1852 to 1860, and 
the many hairbreadth escapes he expe- 
rienced, are very extraordinary. He had 
the fever incidental to the country re- 
peatedly, the first attack prostrating him 
a very , Tre iod. He was several times 
almost famished for want of water in that 
dreadful desert, the well-named ‘‘ thirst- 
land.”” Besides the dangers from the 
treachery of the natives around him, he 
was more than once left almost single- 
handed by his own Kaffirs and drivers, and 
frequently nearly lost himself in the desert 
and the bush. On one occasion he was 
obliged to pass a bitter frosty night, with 
no supper, away from his waggon, and 
with only his horse and dog, without fire, 
and surrounded and serenaded by lions, 
hyenas, and jackals. His | escapes 
from wounded and furious buffaloes, 
charging elephants, and lions—one wounded 
lioness knocking hirn over in her leap at 
night, and a lion grazing his shoulder in a 
bound over man and horse—from rhino- 
ceroses, alligators, wild pigs, hippopotami, 
puff-adders, and other creatures people 
generally prefer meeting in confinement, 
are sometimes almost miraculous. Such, 
together with trifling annoyances from 
‘‘ gunpowder not shooting very straight,’’ 
large game unreasonably taking itself off 
even when fairly hit; losing the ‘‘ spoor’’ 
of animals after tracking them many 
hours; getting ‘“‘spills’’ from riding into 
Kaffir game-traps ; horses misbehaving 
when most wanted, especially by dying of 
the local ‘“sickness;” getting covered 
with mosquito-bites ; clothes torn to pieces 
by, and flesh filled with, ‘ wait-a-bit’’

such, we say, are only a few

“ inspanning,”’ “ outspan- 
ning,’ and ‘‘trecking’’ on a 
South African hunting expe- 
dition into the interior. 
When there is good shoot- 
ing, and other things are 
reasonably pleasant, it has 
many and great attractions 
to the young and the adven- 
turous ; but even the author 
himself seems to have arrived 
at the conclusion that the 
life has too many drawbacks 
for him to return to it. We 
have given the Kaffir a bad 
character ; but, perhaps, like 
the Hottentot and another 
sable personage, he is not 
quite so black as he is 


painted. We have called him . 


**thievish,’’ but this is {per- 
haps far from so universal 
a fault as in some very 
highly - civilised mercantile 
communities we might name. 
On the contrary, some 
Kaffirs 


pulously 
honest, although, possibly, 
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more from superstition than moral instinct. They are also very 
amusing sometimes, and excellent mimics. Their hearts are 
not altogether devoid of feeling, though their skins, from con- 
stant sure, become almost as tough and insensible as hides. 
Mr. Baldwin tells us one of his Kaffirs upset a kettle of boiling water 
over his bare foot, and took about as much notice of it as he should 
have done with a strong shooting-boot on. The famous Kleih-boy 
of Gordon Cumming renown was in our hunter’s retinue. The lion 
here, even more than elsewhere, does not show as formidable as 
might be e scted of the ‘‘king of beasts.”” On the contrary, he 
seems a sneaking, cowardly brute, only attacking the horses on the 
very darkest nights, and slinking off in twos and threes in the day- 
light, even from one man. His neighbourhood is rarely dangerous 
except when attacked and woumded, when, however, if not disabled, 
he is fearfully sudden and ferocious in his onset. Some of Mr. 
Baldwin’s notes, written, when ink failed, with a solution of gun- 
powder in tea—and far, very far from civilised life—are almost 
affecting. In one place, under the head ‘“ Christmas Day,” the ever- 
sanguine hunter writes :—‘‘What a contrast to the many merry ones 
spent in dear old England amongst my own family and friends! The 
comparison makes me melancholy. Here I am in the deserts of South 
Africa, having been yor, from the first dawn of day, under a broil- 
ing sun, until sunset, and I am pretty considerably fagged. A bit of 
rhinoceros, cold, and so fat as to make the strongest stomach 
bilious, and a small portion of half-baked dough, have been our fare— 
not exactly our English notions of a Christmas feast; but these are 
among the hardships of a hunter’s life, and we have at times pleasures 
that abundantly compensate ; and, to look upon it in the light of a

philosopher, it is all for the best, for had 
we the ‘heavy wet’ and feeds of England 
we should be but in trim and wind 
for the toil of the chase. I must own, 
however, I should like to drink my friends’ 
health and ‘a happy Christmas’ in a good 
tankard of heat teowed, followed by a 
bottle of old port. Don’t mention a mince- 
pie: I have quite forgotten the taste since 
left home to wander among the denizens 
of the forest. I will, however, drink to the 
health of absent friends in a cup of coffee, 
the strongest beverage the waggon affords.’’ 
One cannot help sympathising also with 
the lonely man’s yearning to exchange 
ancient magazines and three to five-year- 
old numbers of the IntusrratED Lonpon 
News, which he had almost got by heart, 
for others more recent and novel. We must 
give the hunter credit for a display of courage 
and coolness in some of his adventures with 
eS elephants, and a which could 
not have surpassed by Gordon Cummin 
or Jules Gérard. The Boers, the origina 
Dutch settlers, appear to be a primitive, 
hospitable, good-hearted race; at least a 
century behind the rest of the civilised 
inhabitants of the colony; but live very 
happily, contentedly, and morally. They 
very young, and their courtship is 
povallatty conducted, though not unlike the 
custom in Scotland. Whoever admires one 
of the nées, or young maidens, some of 
whom are very pretty, and wishes to woo, 
takes the first opportunity of asking her to 
‘upsit.’’ ‘Should this be accorded, when 
the old people and all the rest of the house- 
hold have retired, a curtain frequently 
being all the partition between the sitting 
and bed rooms, the chosen one again 
appears with a candle, short or long accord- 
ing as she fancies you or otherwise, and 
remains as long as that burns, all conversa- 
tion being carried on in whispers, and the 
fair one being obliged to sit very close and 
talk very low for fear of disturbing the 
inmates on the other side of the curtain. 
These upsits frequently last far on into the 
morning, and the happy swain is at great 
pains to trim the candle not let it flicker, 
or flare, or get into a draught—and so keep 
it burning as long as possible, for it is 
imperative to retire when that is out.’’ The 
author speaks in the highest terms of the 
colony of Natal, describing it as the garden 
of Africa. The book contains several 
admirable lithographic illustrations by Mr.

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* PeRsicos Opt APPARATUS” was probably the declaration of 
many an anxious person who was waiting for the Persia's news, 
and who anticipated the information that her machinery had 
got out of order, But she has arrived at last, and brought 
President Lincoln's Message. It is in many respects a remark- 
able document. If ever debility was manifested in diplomacy, 
the manifestation has been made in the document now before us. 
Passing over such of its details as have no interest for the English 
reader, and remarking that the President acknowledges that in 
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the delicate matter of the slave trade England continues to act » probably have desired to see doubts visited by some such 


in the most satisfactory manner, and leaving Mr. Lincoln's 
geographical essay on the impossibility of dividing the United 
States to the consideration of those whom it may concern, we 
proceed to note the President’s new plan for dealing with the 
question of slavery. He proposes that by legal and consti- 
tutional enactment, not by his own fiat libertas, all slaves who 
shall not have been freed by a certain date shall be enfranchised 
at the expense of the Union. The certain date will probably 
make readers smile, It is New Year's Day, 1900, For thirty-seven 
years to come the system which Mr. Lincoln’s own party have 
been branding as the “ covenant with hell,” and as “the accursed 
black canker which is eating out the vitals of the Union,” is to be 
endured, unless accident docs it away. This is the final pre- 
scription of those who pretend to be fighting an anti-slavery 
war. As only one or two of Mr, Lincoln's organs affect to 
treat this strange proposition seriously, we may abstain from 
remark upon it until the verdict of the North shall be taken. 
But as Mr. Lincoln has one faculty, that of telling a good story 
when an argument is expected, we may respectfully offer him 
an Oriental tale. A King had a favourite white donkey, to 
which he became so attached that he sent for the wisest of his 
physicians and ordered him, under pain of death, to make the 
animal speak, The wise physician instantly assented, but de- 
manded two conditions—a large reward at once, and a term of 
seven years to performthe miracle. The terms were accepted, 
and to wondering friends the wise physician said, “ I have surely 
done a good thing. I have got a heap of money and have pre- 
served my life. In seven years the King, the ass, or I may die, 
and either event makes me safe.” Let us add that in one point 
of view the President's practical retraction of his previous 
scheme is satisfactory. The elections have told, and the 
power of public opinion has asserted itself, This is the 
healthiest sign we have had to chronicle for some time, 
There are brief accounts of engagements, in which success 
seems to have been divided—Morgan having had a triumph, 
and having afterwards been repulsed, and some Con- 
federate “raids” appear to have been fortunate. Fredericks- 
burg had not been bombarded. General Banks's naval 
expedition had sailed ; his friends did not know his destination, 
but his enemies were, doubtless, better informed. The Secre- 
tary of the Navy is very bitter against England about the 
Alabama, but it is very difficult to sec that we are in fault 
because she terrifies New York. It is more pleasant to add that 
the American merchants are raising a subscription in aid of 
the Englishmen who suffer by the Aincrican War. 

Russia, France, and England are stated to have signed, in 
Athens, a declaration excluding from the throne of Greece 
any member of the Royal family of cither nation. The 
Grecks may be said to have elected Prince Alfred all but 
unanimously, and may believe that the fact will induce 
Queen Victoria to reconsider her resolve. Meantime it is 
alleged upon authority that England is prepared to give to 
Greece something which she may value even more than a 
Prince—namely, the Ionian Isles ; and that this cession will, 
if made, be due to the pertinacity of Mr, Gladstone. Professor 
Newman admiringly adds his belief that Mr, Gladstone will in 
time carry another surrender, and hand over Gibraltar to Spain. 
It will be interesting to hear Lord Palmerston upon both 
points, Further, we are informed that King Fernando of 
Portugal declines to accept the Greek throne. What if it 
should fall to Mr. Gladstone at last? If he brings the Isles as 
his contribution to Greck aggrandisement gratitude could hardly 
take a more gracious form, At least he might rule as President, 
ard, after so many refusals, it is far from improbable that the 
Greeks will decide upon being Republicans.

him and for them. 

Having had little occasion of late to note with much satis-

the Zollverein, since it includes even Austria. By the compact on which this 
alliance is formed Prussia is empowered to act for all the rest of the States, 
with the exception, we believe, of some of the free towns; but those towns 
also have entered into the present arrangements for increased postal facilities 
with this kingdom, One advantage gained by the present treaties, which will 
take effect on the Ist of January next, is that the book post is extended to the 
whole of Germany. 

Several letters have been received drawing attention to an 
aurora borealls seen from London end the neighbouring country on Sanday 
evening.

The vertices were tipped with crimson, and the remain 
portions of those streamers between the N.K. and N.W. were a beautif 
pale-green colour, increasing in intensity from the zenith to the horizon ; 
those between the N.W. and W. rod and crimson, like tongnes of fire. At 
6.35 it was nearly extinct, but at % it was again very brilliant for a short 
time, the west terminal column passing now over Altair, the castern one as 
before, It was observed that a blood red nebulous patch moved from over 
Vega at six o'clock to over Al Herculis at 6.20, also an arc of pale light 
extended from the W. to the N.B. and remained during the phenomenon ;

JAMES SHERIDAN KNOWLES. 

James Sheridan Knowles, Esq., one of the best dramatic writers of his time, 
was the son of Jatnes Knowles, a teacher of grammar and elocution in Cork, 
and author of a “ Dictionary of the English Language,” and also a cousin- 
german of the Right Hon. Richard Brinsley Sheridan. James Sheridan 
Knowles was born on the 12th of May, 1784, at Cork, a city ever fertile in 
genius. In 1792 his father and he removed to London, and he was dis- 
tinguished at twelve years of age as a youthfal actor, and as author of a play 
and the libretto of an opera called “‘ The Chevalicr de Grillon.” He aiso wrote 
in his early youth the ballad of “The Welsh Harper,” “ The Spanish Story,” 
end “ Hersilia.” In 1808 Mr. Knowles left London for Dublin, and gained 
some credit there for his rendering of Irish melodies. He soon atterwards 
adopted the stage as a profession. He did not, however, as an a:tor, 
though performing with sense and skill, ever evince first-rate ability; but 
his powers of imparting elocution to others was very great. Amo his 
pupils was the late famous orator, Richard Lalor Shiel. Another and a living 
instance of Knowles’s good teaching is the present ex-Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland, the Right Hon. Joseph Napier, whose grace of diction at the Bar, ia 
Parliament, and on the Bench, has been continued in his recent popular 
lecturing, such as thaton Edmund Burke. Mr. Knowles’s prominent career as 
& dramatic writer may be said to have begun with his play of “ Brian 
Boroilume,” the success of which was followed up by “ Caius Gracchus,” anl 
the now well-known dramas of “ Virginius” and “ William Tell,” which 
both owed so much to the powerful acting of Macready. A lapse then ensued, 
when a new group of plays of another style brought a new instalmeut of fame. 
These began with “The Hunchback,” at Covent Garden, Knowles him elf 
playing Master Walter, Miss Fanny Kemble Julia, and Mr. Charles Kemble 
Sir Thomas Clifford. Indeed, “The Hunchback” was probably the most 
striking triumph of Knowles’s dramatic life, and, of all his pro- 
ductions, it is the one that has had the fastest hold of the stage. 
“The Hunchback” was followed by “The Wife” (the chief characters so 
beautifully represented by Miss E. Tree and Mr. Charles Kean), “ The Love 
Chase,” made famous by Mrs, Nisbett, and other dramas less prosperous. 
Worn out by the constant labour of these works, Mr. Knowles’s health became 
impaired ; nor were his circumstances all that could be wished. Sir Robert 
Pecl came to the rescue, and a Government pension of £200 a year was the 
result. Subsequent to this Mr. Knowles took again to clocution, aed lectured 
on Shakspeare and the Greek drama. He also wrote a tale called “The 
Lovers,” and contributed to the Sunday Times. He was appointed Curater 
of Shakspeare’s house at Stratford. In later years Mr. Knowles adopted a 
new and, for him, singular part—viz., that of an itinerant preacher. He hai 
joined the Baptists, and his fervour was no doubt honest and sincere; but 
one could hardly admit the good taste of his denouncing publicly that 
honourabie profession, the drama, to which he had belonged, and on whioh 
his favour with posterity was to depend. Yct, whatever may be thought of 
the latter period of his existence, there is no doubt that in his demise, whick 
has just occurred, the public lose a very worthy man and an author whose 
works will hold high rank among the standard dramatists of this country. 





WILIS AND BEQUESTS. 


The will of Lieutenant-General Sir William George Moore, 
K.C.B., late of Petersham, Surrey, formerly of Chewles, and Berke cy-square, 
was proved in London onthe 22nd ult. The personalty was sworn under £30,000. 
The executors pominat d are his cousin, Captain John Moore, R.N., and John 
Carrick Moore, Keqg., of Corswall, Stranraer, N.B. This veteran General Officer 
has seen much military service, and ranks among the heroes of Waterloo, in 
which he participated, being attached to the Quartermaster-General’s Staff at 
that memorable conflict. The late General Sir Wiliam G. Moore was the 
nephew of that gallant and distinguished General Sir John Moore, wh» fell at 
Cornnna. The testator, who executed his will in February last, with a codioil 
in August following, died on the 23rd of October, at the age of sixty-seven. 
Th: se documents, though but of moderate length, contain many bequests te 
relatives, officers in the Army and N ivy, their wives and widows, amounting 
to about £10,000; also ievacies to his domestics, and an annuity of £100 to his 
servant, Jo!n Donald. The testator has also bequeathed to the National 
Gailery eleven pictures by the old masters, His real estate, together with the 
residue of the personalty, he leaves to his cousia and executor, Captain John 
Moore, R.N. 

The will of Brodie M‘Ghie Willcox, Esq., late M.P. for 
Southampton, of Portman-square, London, and Roydon Lodge, Ware, Herta, 
was proved in London om the Ist inst., the executors appointed being his 
relict, together with his son, Brodie Augustus Willeox; James Allan, Joseph 
Addison M*Load, and Calvert Toulmin Eyres, The personality was sworm 
under £120,000.

be interesting to notice : it is a silver centre ornament, richly embellished wi 
emblematical devices, weighing 77loz. This costly piece of plate was pre- 
sented to the testator by the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Company, and is 
directed by the will to be held by his son for life, and upon his dacease te 
descend to the eldest son then living of his (the testator’s) son-in-law, Pedro José 
de Zulueta, Count Torre Diaz, the husband of the testator’s eldest daughter. 


The will of the late Ichabod Wels, Esq., of Mapperley Hall, 
near Nottingham, has just been proved in London Court by the executors— 
namely, his son, Ichabod Charles Wright, Esq.; his son-in-law, George Le 
Blane, Esq. ; and his grandsons, George John Shaw Lefevre and 
Ichabod Wright, Esqrs.—the personalty in Great Britain and Ireland 
sworn under £100,000. The testator was the senior r in the old-estab- 
lished banking firm of J. and J. C. Wright and Co., Notts, and attained to the 
advanced age of ninety-five. He executed his will two years since. After 
bequeathing legacies to his younger children he has given the residue of his 
rersonal estate to his eldest son, Ichabod Charles Wright, + M.A., and has 
devised to him his estates in Nottinghamshire and Lincol for life, with 
remainder to his .
